County Zoning 
Strikes Snug 


Realty Developers 
Opposed To Curb On 
Wide-open Operations 


The county zoning ordinance has 
hit a snag in the persons of the 
subdividers who make a business 
of developing property outside of 
incorporated areas.

It was then that the real estate 
operators showed their opposition 
to the plan.

According 
to provisions in the act itself, there 
are only two restrictions on such 
sales: (I) Streets must not be ob­ 
structed, and (2) 
spirituous li­ 
quors sold by farmers are subject 
to regulation and license. Howev­ 
er. the Illinois Supreme Court ad­ 
ded another restriction 
when it 
held that a city may enforce a milk 
ordinance requiring a farmer to 
procure a license and submit to in­ 
spection. The court said that cities 
top * have been given the power to pro­ 
tect public health and safety and 
that “even if the law of 1872 had 
provided specifically that he (the 
farmer) might unrestrainedly sell 
in cities the produce of his farm, 
including milk, he has no vested 
right not subject to he taken away 
if the public health and safety re­ 
quire.” 
Many of the larger cities in Il­ 
linois have, in addition to milk or- 
I dinances, license laws with respect 
I to the sale of vegetables, meat ami 
produce.

Ex-University Prexy 
Has Identical Platform, 
Says C. A. Hughes 


“It seems to us from a study of 
the 
investigations 
that 
Glenn 
Frank, former president of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin, had made for 
the Republicans to no used as a 
preliminary platform that there is 
not much difference between his 
statements and the essential fac­ 
tors of the present soil conserva­ 
tion law,” states Farm Adviser C. 
A. Hughes. 
“In our humble 
opinion there 
may be considerable difference on 
other matters but We cannot find 
very much on the farm question. 
“ I. 
FYank’s 
statement 
clearly 
points out that farmers are not re­ 
ceiving a parity price and that this 
must be secured for agriculture if 
We are to restore prosperity. This 
is one of the essential provisions of 
the AAA even though parity has 
not been attained yet due to lack 
of participation in the program for 
the most part. 
“2. He points out that until gen­ 
eral business conditions can be re­ 
stored it will he necessary to mako 
payments for cooperation to keep 
prices up to parity which is virtu­ 
ally the same thing that we have 
under the AAA. 
About the only 


difference that we can find is em­ 
phasis being placed on soil conserv­ 
ing rather than crop restrictions. 
M e do not believe there is any es­ 
sential difference in this respect. 
“It does not matter whether a 
farmer grows more soil conserving 
crops and less corn, oats and wheat 
as Frank puts 
the question or 
whether he grows less corn, oats 
and wheat and more soil conserv­ 
ing crops as the present AAA has 
it. It seems to us that the idea is 
the same with 
a different 
ap­ 
proach. 
“There is more emphasis given 
to the desirability of getting our 
crops into export trade. W e think 
there is no essential difference in 
opinion with any body on this mat­ 
te i. However, the outbreak of the 
war again has shown us so far that 
we cannot expect mucn trade from 
Europe. 
Obviously Europe is fi­ 
nancially in bad shape and what 
they will use to pay tor crops we 
i1a \en ’t the slightest inca. 
“If there is any way of re-estab- 
Ii-hing exports we believe that this 
.mould he done. However, our ex­ 
port trade is only a small fraction 
that is produced to date. It Is our 
humble opinion that the re v ill be 
r.u disagreement that is essential 
between the major political parties 
on the farm question although a 
great deal will he s lid on che sub­ 
ject that will be rather confusing.” 


Sorghum Silage 
Soil'Deplcting 
Under A. A. A. 


“Farmers who want ensilage but 
find their com base rather low have 
the opportunity of planting an acre­ 
age of sorghum for silage and not 
having that classified as corn acre­ 
age.” states Carl Bormet, chairman 
of the Cook County Soil Conserva­ 
tion committee. 
“Sorghum silage will count as 
general soil-depleting crops and it 
makes fairly good silage although 
not quite the tonnage that com sir- 
age would make. 
Therefore we 
suggest to farmers who wish to 
quality for the AAA and do not 
feel that their corn acreage is big 
enough that they will have this al­ 
ternative of using sorghum silage. 
Doubtless this has been put in the 
program for territories that put 
considerable com in silage such as 
Cook county and are limited on com 
acreage. 
“Flax also may be used as a 
soil-depleting crop. While flax is 
not a crop to be recommended for 
this territory still it may be that 
a few farmers wooler want to sow 
it. Flax yields about IO bushels to 
the acre and about 
pounds :s 
sown in the spring at the time 
small grain is sown with a drill. 
The fiber is woody and it is a little 
hard to harvest. Usually it is cut 
and allowed to cure and threshed 
with a combine with a pickup at­ 
tachment.”

“Large crowd attended the poul­ 
try school Tuesday evening, Feb­ 
ruary 20, at the Blue Island Farm 
Bureau, to hear Mr. H. H. Alp, ol 
the University of Illinois, discuss 
‘Feeding of Poultry’,” states assist­ 
ant farm adviser, Charles N. Glov­ 
er. “There is no set rtcrpe for feed­ 
ing and I doubt if there are very 
many chicks lost due to poor feed,” 
said Mr. Alp. He arso said that a 
low priced feed not always reduces 
toe feed cost. 
There are really 
tw o main reasons for feeding: I. 
Feeding for growth, and 2. Feeding 
for egg production. Mr. Alp listed 
protein, minerals, 
vitamins, and 
water as the main ingredients of 
feed with water the most import­ 
ant. 
A good feed mixture for baby 
chicks given by Mr. a rp Is as fol­ 
lows : 
Ground yellow co rn .................49 lbs. 
Ground w h ea t..............................IO lbs. 
Ground oats (fine) ................. IO lbs. 
Bran .............................. 
A lfalfa leaf m ea l........ 
Meat scraps ........... . 
Plied milk ................... 
Salt ................................ 


IOO lbs. 
Cod liver oil may be added for 
chicks before April. 
After eight weeks, grain should 
be added to the above ration. 
It 
should be ground and in a separ­ 
ate feeder at first and by fall the 
chicks should be receiving whole 
grain. 
I.ack of feeding equipment is the 
reason for wormy pullets, says Alp. 
Chickens should have 
protection 
from sun and reeerve plenty of 
wate/. 
There are three kinds of feeding 
for egg production: 
1. Grain feeding. 
2. All mash feeding. 
3. Cafeteria feeding. 
The grain methods 
consists of 
feeding grain morning and evening | 
along with a mash. There should 
be a IO foot feeder for every IOO 
birds. All mash is as it would in­ 
dicate. while the cafeteria method 
is with grain, and mash in separ­ 
ate hoppers.
